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ABSTRACT 

Beddome's Handbook on Ferns of British India with supplement though published in 1892, 
and contains outmoded classifications and out of date nomenclature, still serves as the 
standard source of reference for all Indian workers on the fern flora of the country* 

In this communication Copeland’s (1947) classification has been followed in presenting 16 
of his 18 families occurring in India. Thirty-two of the 47 genera have been tabulated accord¬ 
ing to their respective positions in the classifications of Copeland and Beddome to illustrate 
the striking changes brought about in the concept of fern systematics between 1892 and 1947. 

About 150 species collected from parts of Orissa, Bihar, Assam and N.E.F.—Agency have 
been listed with correct nomenclature followed by basinym and important synonyms. 
Species names used by Beddome (1892) are indicated by the abbreviation ‘Bedd’ followed 
by a numerical to facilitate reference back to the respective page in his Handbook and 
supplement. 

Some new combinations have been made and new records established. 


INTRODUCTION 

The last great work on Indian ferns is presented by 
Beddome in his “Ferns of British India with Supple¬ 
ment (1892)” which is a digest of the information on 
Indian ferns contained in Hooker’s “Species Filicum, 
Synopsis Filicum”, Mr. J. Smith’s “Historia Filicum” 
and also Mr. Clarke’s “Ferns of Northern India”, 
Beddome’s “The Ferns of Southern India” and “The 
Ferns of British India.” Although Beddome’s Hand¬ 
book synthesizes knowledge on Indian ferns upto the 
period and has served as the standard source of refer¬ 
ence, fern taxonomy and systematics have undergone 
tremendous changes in the twentieth century, particu¬ 
larly after the publications made by Ching (1938-1940), 
Copeland (1947) and Holttum (1954). These latter 
works are invaluable sources of reference for the fern 
flora of the world in providing modern concepts of fern 
classification as also the up to date nomenclatural 
changes in various groups and genera. 

However, since none of these workers deal with the 
fern flora of India in particular, Beddome’s Handbook 
still serves as the standard source of reference for all 
Indian workers on the fern flora of the country. Accord¬ 
ingly, not only outmoded classifications are followed, 
but a number of different species are meant while a 
particular name is used for describing a taxon, viz. 
Nephrodium molle Desv. Similarly, it appears that Bed¬ 
dome’s nomenclature on Alsophila, Gleichenia, Ple- 
opeltis and Polypodium etc. are completely out of 
date. 

During the last four years, the writer had the previlege 
of visiting various parts of Orissa, Bihar, Assam & 
N.E.F.A., and to collect the Pteridophytes of the region 


as a part of the scheme of collection and exploration of 
the Department of Botanical Survey of India. In addi¬ 
tion to his own collections, the collections made by his 
colleagues and assistants in Eastern Circle of Botanical 
Survey of India have also been utilised by him, who, 
however, has been solely responsible for the identifica¬ 
tions presented in this paper. 

The identifications of the Pteridophytes representing 
2500 field numbers with the help of the Central National 
Herbarium, Howrah, have indeed, been a headache to 
the writer. The fern herbarium there has been arranged 
and named after Hooker’s “Species Filicum” and con¬ 
tains herbarium sheets, largely with names which are 
out of date and obsolete and have, therefore, fallen into 
disuse. After initial identifications, however, all avail¬ 
able literature on fern nomenclature have been consulted 
and most of the Pteridophytes have been identified to 
species, which on further scrutiny, have been ascribed to 
350 species. 

In the list enumerated below, the nomenclature of the 
genera as also their arrangement in families are after 
Copeland (1947). The correct names of the species 
listed herein are printed in block capitals, followed by 
basinyms and synonyms which are italicised in print. 
Species names used by Beddome in his “Handbook to 
the Ferns of British India with Supplement (1892)” are 
indicated by the abbreviation, Bedd. . . . followed -by a 
numerical, to facilitate reference back to the respective 
page in his “Handbook and Supplement”. 

Of the 350 species collected and identified so far, 
about 150 species occurring in Eastern India and be¬ 
longing to the families Ophioglossaceae, Marattiaceae, 
Osmundaceae, Schizaeaceae, Gleicheniaceae, Hymeno- 
phyllaceae, Pteridaceae, Parkeriaceae, Davalliaceae, 
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Plagiogyriaceae, Cyatheaceae, Blechnaceae, Asplenia- 
ceae, Vittariaceae, Marsileaceae and Salviniaceae of 
Copeland ( loc. cit .) have been catalogued here. Thirty- 
two of the 47 genera belonging to these families are 
tabulated below according to their respective positions 
in the classifications of Copeland (loc. cit.) and Beddome 
(loc. cit.), to illustrate the striking changes brought about 
in the concept of fern systematics between 1892 and 
1947.

The present communication is merely intended to 
draw the attention of the taxonomists to the much desir¬ 
ed enumeration of the fern flora of India with up to date 
nomenclature to supersede the invaluable but out of date 
Handbook of Beddome. It is hoped that the orthodox 
taxonomists as also cyto-taxonomists working on Indian 
ferns may take advantage of this enumeration and 
abstain from using invalid names to describe the plants 
under study. 

It may be stated that Microlepia speluncae (L.) Moore 
and Pleopeltis linearis Thunb., to cite a few, appear to be 
species complexes and need further careful study. Fur¬ 
ther, Christensenia aesculifolia (Blume) Maxon (G. K. 
Deka, Jeypore, Assam), Matteuccia orientalis (Hook.) 
Trev. (15774-Panigrahi, Kameng F. D.; N.E.F.A.), and 
Dipteris wallichii Br. (18989-Panigrahi, Digboi; 4144- 
Panigrahi, Jowai, Assam; 15352-Panigrahi, Kameng 
F. D.; N.E.F.A.), Psilotum nudum (L.) Beauv. Syn. P. 
triquetrum Sw. (17522 Rolla, Siang F. D., 20146-Rolla 
Tirap F. D.; N.E.F.A.) are restricted in distribution in 
Eastern India and Osmunda cinnamomea L. (15779- 
Panigrahi, Shergaon Kameng F. D.; N.E.F.A.) appears 
to be a new record for India.
